Never buy a plant In bloom. 
Never water plant* In flower from 
•hove. 
In planting out sn orchard do not 
plant more than can lie manured sod 
cared for welL 
A yard or lawn always looks barren 
without some choice ornamental trees 
and shrubs. 
On this account every 
lawn should contain a few choice speci­ 
mens of tbeae ornamental trees. 
Heal* Insect* on plant*, such aa the 
oleander*, the fragrant olive, roses, 
etc., are among the most difficult pests 
to overcome. A mixture of white helle­ 
bore powder with dissolved soap rub­ 
bed In 1» • good remedy. 
Keeping all young tree* carefully 
staked lead* to the formation of clean, 
straight stems.
